As the result of a preliminary examination of the 
arguments and recommendations concerning public health and 
allied services contained therein the Association finds itself 
unable to concur with many of the conclusions reached by 
that Committee, and instructs me so to inform you and to 
request you to convey this expression of the Association’s 
view to the Minister of Health. 
The Public Health Committee of the Association will, at 
an early date, examine this Report in detail, after which it 
will be my duty to convey to you the considered opinion of 
the Association on the matters raised in that Report.

CONFERENCE OF CONSULTING 
PATHOLOGISTS GROUP 


The Annual Conference of the Consulting Pathologists 
Group of the Association was held at the British Medical 
Association House on November 19th, with Dr. J. G. 
Greenfield, chairman of the Group Committee, in the 
chair. Eighteen other members of the Group were 
present, and three apologies for non-attendance were 
received. The Conference considered a report on the 


work effected by the Group Committee during its year 


of office. 


The Conference put forward for the consideration of 
the Council and the Representative Body of the Associa- 
tion a proposal that, whilst appreciating the main func- 
tions of university pathological departments to be teaching 
and research, it nevertheless recognizes that in some 
instances it may be expedient for universities to provide 
pathological services for the community generally, and 
urges that in such cases the Association’s scale of fees 
for pathological work for insured persons and their depen- 
dants should be regarded as minimal. 


PaTHOLoGIsTS’ FEES 

In connexion with the scheme introduced by the British 
Spas Federation for the treatment at certain spas, at 
reduced charges, of the members of the voluntary or 
independent sections of societies affliated to the National 
Conference of Friendly Societies, the Conference recog- 
nized that certain patients would require pathological 
examination, the fee for this service being paid out of a 
limited pool by a small capitation fee. In view of the 
limited funds available, it approved that the patho- 
logical services so rendered be remunerated in accordance 
with the British Medical Association scale for patho- 
logical work for insured persons. 

The Conference welcomed the inclusion of pathologists 
in the arrangement by which certain consultants in 


services at a modified fee to members of the Hospital 
Saving Association and to others of like economic status. 
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There is a fee of £1 1s. for such examination and advice 
as can be given at a single consultation, and, when 
necessary, a report is made for the information of the 
patient’s practitioner. For other services rendered, 
arising out of consultations in such circumstances, patho- 
logists will be remunerated in accordance with the Asso- 
ciation’s scale of fees for pathological work for insured 
persons and their dependants. 

The collection of blood and/or other specimens by non- 
medical persons received preliminary consideration, but 
decision thereon was deferred until the next annual 
conference. The use of liver preparations without pre- 
vious pathological examination was also considered, and 
was referred to the Group Committee for appropriate 
action.

The first clinical meeting of the winter session was held on 
November 17th, when the chair was taken by Dr. Muplz 
in the absence of the president, and there was a g 


attendance. 
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Mr. K. PATERSON Brown (Edinburgh) gave an address on 
the treatment of varicose veins and haemorrhoids. Dealing 
frst with the injection treatment of varicose veins, he dis- 
the technique in practical detail: the position of the 
tient (standing preferably), the best site for the first injec- 
tion, the quantity used in the first injection (not more than 
1/2 c.cm. quinine urethane, or 2 c.cm. sodium morrhuate), 
the importance of asepsis, of keeping the solution within the 
yeins, of stopping at once if pain was complained of, and the 
advantage of giving successive injections at intervals of one 
week. In the case of indolent and varicose ulcer, injection 
treatment of varicose veins, combined with the use of an 
gastoplast or viscopaste bandage, often resulted in. complete 
healing. The various contraindications to injection, such 
as phlebitis, venous obstruction by abdominal tumour, cardiac 
cases With failing compensation, and pregnancy, were fully 
ne into. In the case of haemorrhoids Mr. Paterson Brown 
inted out that only internal haemorrhoids were suitable for 
injection, and the use of a proctoscope was necessary. Either 
carbolic and glycerin or quinine and urea solution gave the 
pest results. Here also the technique was carefully detailed, 
the best position for the patient being the knee-elbow or left 
lateral position, the patient to bear down during introduction 
of proctoscope, injection to be made above white line, and not 
more than five minims of carbolic or eight to ten minims of 
inine and urea injected into each pile mass. 

Most of the members present took part in the discussion, 
which was of a very practical nature in view of the fact 
that this treatment is now included in medical benefit of 
insured persons. The lecturer was cordially thanked for his 
address, and a vote of thanks was also accorded to the 
curator and trustees of the Kirkcaldy Museum, Art Gallery, 
and Library for granting the use of the hall. 

Dr. C. E. Doucras asked for contributions for the 
Christmas Fund of the Royal Medical Benevolent Fund, and 
the sum of £4 9s. was collected from the members present. 


KENT BRANCH: FOLKESTONE DIVISION 


A conjoint dinner was held by tke Folkestone Medical 
Society and the Folkestone Division of the British Medical 
Association at the Burlington Hotel on November 17th, when 
Lieut.-Col. J. G. P. Murray, I.M.S. (ret.), was in the chair ; 
thirty members were present. After dinner Mr. H. W. L. 
MoLESWORTH read an interesting paper on the early diagnosis 
of the acute abdomen. He invited Dr. R.. Evans, as a 
physician, to mention some cases which might simulate a 
surgical condition. Several questions were asked. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: FURNESS DIVISION 


A meeting of the Furness Division, in conjunction with the 
Barrow Clinical Society, was held at the Victoria Park Hotel, 
Barrow, on November 4th. Dr. Livincston was elected to 
the chair. Dinner was provided by the Clinical Society. 
Nine members of the Kendal Division were elected associate 
members. 

A British Medical Association Lecture on forethought in 
midwifery was given by Dr. W. H. Oxtey, visiting obste- 
trician, East End Maternity Hospital, followed by questions 
and a discussion. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: LANCASTER DIVISION 


A meeting of the Lancaster Division was held at the Art 
Gallery, Storey Institute, Lancaster, on November 11th, 
when Dr. BucHANAN was in the chair. 

Dr. Henry CoHEN delivered a British Medical Association 
lecture on the diagnosis of intracranial tumours. In dealing 
with the mechanism of symptom production in cerebral 
tumour, he pointed out that the symptomatology arose first 
from the presence of a foreign body, gradually increasing in 
size, in a relatively non-expansile chamber—the skull ; and 
secondly from the site and nature of the foreign body. Hence 
the complete diagnosis must comprise an answer to all three 
aspects of this problem—Whether? Where? What? The 
general signs of cerebral tumour resulted from a gradually 
increasing intracranial pressure. This depended on, and varied 
with, the size and rate of growth of the tumour, and inter- 
ference with the circulation of blood and cerebro-spinal fluid, 
especially the latter. The localizing signs of a tumour were 
produced by increase, perversion, and decrease or abolition of 
the cerebral function ; these resulted from the destruction of 
nerve elements, pressure on, and displacement of, nerve 
elements and resultin pitoss of function, and interference with 
the circulation of blood and cerebro-spinal fluid, especially 
the former. A detailed description of these general signs 
followed, with points in the differential diagnosis from other 
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conditions giving rise to the classical triad of headache, 
vomiting, and papilloedema. Special emphasis was laid on 
generalized epileptiform convulsions as an early expression of 
increased intracranial pressure. The relative infrequency of 
papilloedema in early supratentorial lesions was _ stressed. 
False localizing signs in cerebral tumour were considered in 
some detail, and the necessity was emphasized of careful 
inspection, palpation, percussion, and auscultation of the 
cranium. Accessory means of diagnosis were mainly exam- 
inations of the cerebro-spinal fluid and radiography. The use 
of manometry, combined ventricular and lumbar puncture, 
and especially the value of cerebro-spinal fluid examinations 
in excluding other conditions which might simulate tumour, 
were commended, though the danger of lumbar puncture, 
particularly in subtentorial neoplasms, was very real. Radio- 
graphy was of help, both directly and indirectly, after the 
injection of contrast media. A brief description was given of 
the methods of encephalography and ventriculography after 
air injection, and several lantern slides showing examples of 
radiological changes in cerebral tumour were presented. In 
attempting the preoperative diagnosis of the nature of the 
tumour the factors requiring most careful consideration were: 
the age of the patient, the site of the tumour, the mode of 
evolution of symptoms, evidences of disease elsewhere, and 
such accessory tests as serological, cutaneous, blood, and 
cerebro-spinal fluid examinations, auscultation, and radio- 
graphy. 

A large number of excellent radiograms were thrown on the 
screen, described, and various points in connexion with 
operative and other treatment discussed. Dr. Cohen concluded 
with a plea for earlier diagnosis, and stated that the con- 
dition should be first considered in any case of epilepsy arising 
for the first time in a patient over 40 years of age. 

On the motion of Dr. SiLverston, seconded by Dr. 
MounseEy, a vote of thanks was unanimously accorded to Dr. 
Cohen for his interesting address. After replying to a number 
of informal questions raised, Dr. Cohen demonstrated instru- 
ments for recording intrathecal pressures and ventriculography, 
and gave a demonstration of surface markings. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: OLDHAM AND ROCHDALE 
DIvIsIONS 


A joint meeting of the Oldham and Rochdale Divisions was 
held in Rochdale Town Hall on November 23rd. The chair- 
man of the Rochdale Division presided over a moderate 
attendance of twenty-seven members and four non-members. 
A disappointing feature was the small number of the younger 
members present, as the address by the Medical Secretary of 
the Association, Dr. G. C. ANDERSON, contained much of 
vital importance to the whole of the profession, and to the 
younger members in particular. 

Dr. Anderson. dealt with the policy of the Association, 
both past and future, in a most interesting and lucid manner, 
and all present were greatly impressed by the substance and 
the attractive way in which the speaker expounded his 
subject. 

Drs. BATEMAN, A. THORP (a non-member), J. INNEs (M.O.H. 
Rochdale), and Rospertson WILson took part in the discus- 
sion. On the motion of Dr. A. H. Gopson (Oldham), seconded 
by Dr. J. C. Jerrerson (Rochdale), Dr. Anderson was 
cordially thanked for his address, and for the signal honour 
he had done the two Divisions in coming to them so soon 
after taking up the senior secretaryship. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: HARROW DIVISION 


A meeting of the Harrow Division was held at the Gayton 
Rooms, Harrow, on November 29th. Mr. Jurtan TayLor 
gave an interesting and instructive address on the complica- 
tions of appendicitis. The ‘‘ Novox ’’ CO, and oxygen resus- 
citation apparatus was demonstrated, and members were 
informed that it was available for use from the Harrow fire 
station. Members were encouraged to contribute more 
generously to medical charities. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: MARYLEBONE DIVISION 


A meeting of the Marylebone Division was held on November 
30th, when there was a discussion on sports in adolescence. 
Sir THomson presided. 

A letter was read from Dr. A. I. Simey regretting his 
inability to attend owing to an attack of influenza. At the 
CHAIRMAN’S request, Dr. ADOLPHE ABRAHAMS opened the 
discussion. He said that medical practitioners were expected 
to have an acquaintance with the different forms of exercise 
and their special indications as regards sex, age, and 
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physical capacity. They were interested in the matter on 
the therapeutic side, especially in regard to remedial exercises. 
The various surgical injuries incidental to sport were naturally 
a daily event in the lives of many practitioners, and this 
encouraged consideration of the principles of osteopathy and 
chiropractics. Finally, they were naturally regarded as 
authorities in respect to the possibility of heart strain and 
similar injuries which might result from over-indulgence in 
the more violent exercises. He confined his observations 
chiefly to this aspect of the subject, and pointed out that 
undue attention had always been paid to the heart, which Was 
only one factor in the complicated processes involved in 
exercise. He supported the view that the healthy heart of 
the adolescent was never injured even in extreme exertion, 
but he deprecated the tendency towards over-specialization, 
and particularly the production of the super or Olympic type 
of athlete, as giving a false sense of values, both individually 
and nationally.’ When strain occurred he regarded it as 
related to the system as a whole, in which connexion he 
emphasized the influence upon the nervous system. 

Dr. Simey’s paper was read by the secretary, Dr. W. J. 
O'Donovan, M.P. It dealt with the value of physical 
training as a preparatory measure to special sports. He com- 
mended football, but for summer purposes he felt cricket 
insufficient, as it appealed only to those with a natural 
aptitude. Education in mind and body should march in step. 

The CHaiRMAN quoted a distinguished Frenchman, who said 
we should work more and play less. Games and athletics 
were non-existent when the British Empire was made. If 
Waterloo was won on the playing fields of Eton, Mr. Zangwill 
said Majuba was lost on the plaving fields of Harrow. Mr. 
A. C. PALMER deprecated the super-athlete, the watching of 
cricket, and the commercializing of sport. Sports maintained 
the morale of young men. Exercise was good for growing 
girls if supervised individually. Sir Buckston Browne held 
that the young wasted too much time in sport and in 
watching games. He entered a caveat against compulsory 
games. He asked what exercise Gibbon, Huxley, and Darwin 
took. Benjamin Disraeli had no_ playing-field distinction. 
Gladstone, Bright, and Joseph Chamberlain took no exercise. 
The body should be the ready servant of the will. Walking 
was the greatest exercise. Mr. Just sought definite indications 
for or against specific games. He favoured some competitive 
athletics. Athletics had no danger if there was no physical 
defect. Casualties in the ©O.T.C were enormous, while 
rowing at unequal ages was dangerous. Mr. SpurGIn said 
that there was pleasure in watching games. Competition 
was part of the world’s history. Dr. IvENs-KNOWLEs said 
that the women of to-dav lacked exercise in the house com- 
pared with those of mediaeval times. Hard-working women 
had easy labours. The CHAIRMAN recalled that Plato was 
a supporter of dancing. 


METROPOLITAN CounTIES BRancH: TOWER Division. 
A special meeting of the Tower Hamlets Division (to which 
non-members were invited) was held at the East End 
Maternity Hospital, Commercial Road, E., on November 29th, 
with Dr. W. H. F. Oxvey in the chair. The meeting was 
called to consider plans for co-operation with voluntary and 
L.C.C. hospitals in this area, with special reference to their 
out-patient departments, in order to avoid congestion, over- 
lapping, and competition with the general practitioner. 

Dr. OxLey suggested that it would be well to define the 
special functions of the hospitals, such as the treatment of 
emergencies, Opportunities for consultations, and the provision 
of special services—x-ray and pathological examinations. 
Dr. Prves said that hospitals were founded for the treatment 
of the poor, but the out-patient departments were crowded 
out with people who could pay. Dr. Morris, Dr. Kapiin, 
and Dr. Musiown also spoke. 

Dr. CraiG reported the results of a letter addressed to the 
hospitals by the Stepney Medical Society. The letter suggested 
that patients should not be treated unless they brought a 
letter from their doctor. All the hospitals (except Guy's) 
were in agreement, and the Stepney Medical Society's view 
was also supported by the British Medical Association. Dr. 
Pines said that the infant welfare centres undertook work 
that the general practitioner could do. 

Dr. C. PuHerps read a paper containing suggestions for the 
development of the out-patient departments from the view of 
the patient and the general practitioner. 

A resolution was adopted asking the British Medical Asso- 
ciation to approach the King Edward Hospital Fund as to its 
method of making grants to the hospitals, and to suggest 
that the amount of the Fund’s annual grant to hospitals 
should not depend upon the numbers attending the out- 
patient departments, but upon the number of occupied beds. 

The Executive Committee was instructed to draft a letter 
to be sent to the voluntary hospitals, suggesting that patients 
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should not be treated without a letter from their 
that in suitable cases the consultant should refer ‘he Sn 
back to his doctor for treatment. . 
Dr. Garetey moved that a full report on the 
Hospital Saving Association should be made. Dr. Ox 
moved that the Executive Committee be asked to = 
on the work of the out-patient departments in the L.ce 
hospitals in this area, and to inquire as to the possibility of 
obtaining special services (such as x-ray and pathologica} 
examinations) at these hospitals. A discussion on the work 
of medical missions was adjourned.

Dr. Copeman and Dr. Ray subsequently conducted 
members round the treatment halls, demonstrating the best 
methods employed in the treatment of chronic rheumatism, 
The proceedings culminated in an informal dinner at Pagani’s 
Restaurant. 


Norrotk BrRancH: WeEst NORFOLK Division 
A meeting of the West Norfolk Division was held at the 
Duke’s Head Hotel, King’s Lynn, on November 24th, jointly 
with members of the legal profession residing in the district, 
Judge HerpBert Smiru presided. The meeting was very well 
attended, forty-five being present, and was preceded by a 
dinner. The subject under discussion was the medico-legal 
aspect of drunkenness as it affects the motorist. : 

Dr. E. G. Waters discussed very fully the usefulness or 
otherwise of the many tests for drunkenness, and the common 
disorders with which drunkenness might be confused. He 
stressed the fact that any proceedings should relate strictly 
to the material time of the alleged offence. Mr. Eapgs 
outlined the progress of legislation affecting motorists from the 
earliest days, and showed how there had been a_ general 
tightening up of the law against the motoring offences under 
discussion. He appealed to medical men to agree, if possible, 
on some tests for drunkenness, and to give evidence in such 
cases strictly as experts, and not as partisans or advocates, 
A general discussion followed, to which the following con- 
tributed: Mr. Lemmon, Mr. Crarkson, Dr. McInrosn, Mr, 
S. T. Parker, Mr. Hyner, Mr. Getuix, Dr. B. E. TeEntson 
Mosse, and Captain Forster. 

The CHAIRMAN summed up the discussion, and arrived at 
a conclusion with which probably most present agreed: that 
a man came under the influence of aleohol practically imme- 
diately after taking it, and that if he chose to drive a car 
under such circumstances he must he responsible for the 
consequences of his action.

Dr. Matcorm DonaLpson (physician-accoucheur, St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital) gave a lecture on carcinoma of the cervix 
uteri. He put forward and explained many new theories as 
to lines of treatment. His excellent address was unanimously 
appreciated, and a hearty vote of thanks was accorded him. 


SussEX BRANCH: CHICHESTER AND WORTHING DIVISION 
A meeting of the Chichester and Worthing Division was held 
at the Burlington Hotel, Worthing, on December 7th, when 
Dr. D. D. MackinrosH was in the chair, and forty-five 
members and guests were present. 

Professor W. Lancpon Brown read a very interesting paper 
on recent advances in endocrinology. Dinner was served in 
the hotel, and afterwards a discussion ensued, in which Drs. 
SPACKMAN, SMEDLEY, BROADBENT, McCurRRICH, WILLIAMS, 
Hutcuinson, and DonaLp took part. 

A vote of thanks to Professor Langdon Brown was _ pro- 
posed by the vice-chairman, Dr: A. H. Bostock, and this was 
received with acclamation and replied to by the speaker. 


YorRKSHIRE BrAaNcH: LEEDS Division 
A meeting of the Leeds Division was held in the Medical 
School on December 2nd. Dr. J. ALLAN was in the chair. 
Dr. J]. B. MENNELL, by the kindness of the Chartered Society 
of Massage and Medical Gymnastics, delivered an address, 
“The truth about osteopathy.”’ 


The lecturer asked members to differentiate between the 
qualified and unqualified practitioners of the art, pointing out 
that the best schools of osteopathy in the United States 
insisted upon a full medical training before allowing a student 
to qualify as an osteopath. Scientific osteopathy had freed 
itself from the ‘‘ magic ’’ imparted to it by the unqualified, 
and was based upon the known laws of anatomy, physio- 
logy, pathology, and psychology. Its fundamental postulate 
was that a joint might lock within its normal range of 
movement. Traumatic synovitis of a visible joint like 
the knee was an accepted fact, but a similar synovitis 
of inaccessible joints, like the sacro-iliac and vertebral, 
was not so readily accepted. Taking the sacro-iliac, the 
lecturer demonstrated on the living model that, contrary 
to the orthodox teaching, it had a definite range of movement 
in the antero-posterior direction, was an unstable joint in this 
direction, and, as a result of strain, etc., might readily 
lock, thus producing symptoms frequently assumed to be 
diagnostic of sciatica, etc. He went fully into the differential 
diagnosis between a true neuritis of the sciatic nerve, a sacro- 
iliac strain, and a synovitis of the fourth-fifth intervertebral 
joint. The same principles applied to the whole length of 
the vertebral column. As a result of ‘‘ locking ’’ of one of 
the intervertebral joints the muscle spasm maintaining the 
lock was a focus of irritation, which spread along the nerves 
in the neighbourhood, producing disturbance at the periphery 
of their distribution. Thus many cases of persistent occipital 
neuralgia, fibrositis, etc., in head and neck, were due to 
cervical lock ; so-called chronic mastitis, intercostal neuralgia, 
etc., were due to thoracic lock, and obscure abdominal pains 
to lumbar lock. In these cases manipulation of the area 
concerned relieved the lock, and once the joint was able to 
pass through its full range of movement spasm disappeared, 
with a cessation of symptoms. Finally, Dr. Mennell demon- 
strated the remarkable range of movement which was normally 
present in the cervical spine—a demonstration which impressed 
the members very much, since it showed a range far in excess 
of what was generally taught. 

On the motion of Dr. McApam, a vote of thanks was 
accorded td Dr. Mennell for his address. There were ninety- 
five members present, and by their acclamation showed the 
great interest and pleasure they found in ‘the lecture. 

A collection was made for the Royal Medical Benevolent 
Fund Christmas appeal, and as a result the secretary was able 
to forward a cheque for £5 5s. to the treasurer. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH: WAKEFIELD, PONTEFRACT, AND 
CASTLEFORD DIVISION 


A meeting of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford 

Division was held at the Strafford Arms Hotel, Wakefield, on 

November 24th, when Dr. T. WALKER was in the chair, and 

gave his report as representative to the Representative Body, 

1932. A letter from the Royal Medical Benevolent Fund was 

read, appealing for the Christmas Fund. The sum _ of 

£2 12s. 6d. was collected. Dr. T. Walker was re-elected as 

representative for the city of Wakefield upon the Yorkshire 

Voluntary Hospitals Committee for the ensuing municipal 

year. 

. Mr. Bastt HuGues (Bradford) gave an interesting lecture 

entitled ‘‘ Abnormalities of the vegetative nerves which con- 

cern the surgeon.’’ He said that there was now a well-marked 

group of diseases which would appear to have as their cause 

some irregularity of the vegetative nerves. Harmful and 

uncontrolled vaso-constrictor influences appeared to play the 
chief part in bringing such pathological conditions about. 

Examples were: Raynaud's disease, chronic indolent ulcers 
of the extremities, fractures which would not unite despite 
every effort in treatment, thrombo-angiitis obliterans and the 
host of symptoms it involved, tic douloureux, angina pectoris, 

certain types of rheumatoid arthritis, and various spastic 
conditions of central origin. Hirschsprung’s disease, and atony 
of the colon and gall-bladder were also closely connected with . 
abnormal vaso-constrictor influences. Causalgias involving 
wounds of the sciatic nerve and the median and _ brachial 
plexus appeared to originate from a like cause. These vaso- 
constrictor influences could be dealt with either by peri- 
arterial sympathectomy, ganglionectomy, or ramisectomy. 
The former operation could only be expected to give temporary 
results, as it could only operate upon the particular segment 
of the limb involving the corresponding segmental supply of 
the sympathetic chain. Ganglionectomy or ramisectomy 
certainly removed vaso-constrictor influences affecting the 
whole limb. ‘It was important to know before operation the 
extent of disease in the vessels themselves. This could be 
ascertained by Brown’s non-specific protein test. Certain 
diseases associated with arteriosclerosis might respond in some 
measure to this treatment, and allow of amputation, in case 
of gangrene, being carried out at a lower level.

GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the General 
Medical Council was held, under the presidency of Sir 
Norman Walker, on November 2!st. 


New CANADIAN LEGISLATION 


Two matters connected with recent legislation in 
Canadian Provinces occupied the attention of the com- 
mittee. An Act has lately been passed to amend the 
Medical Profession Act of Saskatchewan, and it was 
pointed out that it gives unusual power to the registrar 
of the provincial medical college. In the Act the registrar 
is empowered to erase from the Register, without the 
necessity of inquiry by the college, the name of any 
member of the college who, before or after becoming 
registered, has been convicted in Canada of an indictable 
offence, or has been convicted outside Canada of an 
offence which, had it been committed in the Dominion, 
would be indictable. It was resolved to call the attention 
of the Dominions Office to this unusual power accorded 
to an official. The other matter was an amendment of 
the Medical Act of Ontario. Under this Act as amended 
the use of titles is restricted to registered medical practi- 
tioners so that any unregistered person assuming the 
title of ‘‘ doctor,’’ ‘‘ surgeon,’’ or ‘‘ physician,’’ or any 
affix or prefix indicative of such titles, as an occupational 
designation relating to treatment, incurs a penalty. But 
it appeared to the Executive Committee from another 
subsection that the use of these titles by dental practi- 
tioners was permitted. In this case also it was decided 
to draw the attention of the Dominions Office to the 
apparent anomaly. 


Tue ‘‘ BRITISH PHARMACOPOEIA.”’ 


The committee received and referred to the Pharma- 
copoeia Committee a complaint from the Pharmaceutical 
Society with regard to the procedure followed in the 
publication of the British Pharmacopoeia. By law the 
book becomes effective on the day on which copies are 
placed on sale. Thus it is impossible for those affected 
by the changes introduced in it to purchase copies before 
the date on which the changes take effect. It is true 
that copies are available for inspection three months 
beforehand in London, Edinburgh, Belfast, and Dublin, 
but this to the ordinary chemist is an unsatisfactory 
expedient. It is pointed out by the Society that on 
September 30th last the preparations in each of the ten 
thousand chemists’ shops in Great Britain should legally 
comply with the standards of the new Pharmacopoeia. 
Apart from additions and deletions, forty-nine prepara- 
tions in that book differ in composition from preparations 
of the same name in the edition of 1924. The chemist 
has no reasonable opportunity of finding out beforehand 
what the preparations are for the supply of which he 
is responsible under the Food and Drugs Act and under 
his contract with his Insurance Committee. The protest 
of the Pharmaceutical Society was made in July, but 
apparently that was too late to make possible any modifi- 
cation of the arrangements for the publication of the 
edition which came into force on September 30th. 
Perhaps it will be remembered on the next occasion, ten 
years hence. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE COUNCIL 


The Registrar (Colonel Norman King) submitted to the 
committee a memorandum he had prepared on the con- 
stitution, procedure, and functions of the Council. 
Originally this was drawn up principally with the object 
of giving information as to the Council’s duties and 
procedure in regard to penal matters. It seemed desirable, 
however, that the memorandum should be made complete 
by a reference to the Council’s educational functions, and 
this has been done. The memorandum was approved 
and ordered to be placed on sale. 


National Health Insurance 


WARWICKSHIRE PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL 
COMMITTEE 

A well-attended meeting of the Warwickshire Panel and Local 
Medical Committee was held at Leamington on November 
24th, with Dr. C. H. Grecory in the chair. At the outset 
the members stood in their places to adopt a vote of sympathy 
and condolence with the family of Dr. Herbert Edward Powell, 
late of Dunchurch, Rugby, for eight years a regular member 
of the committee, who died during the month. 

Dr. W. Lowson (Tamworth) presented a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the October Panel Conference. After considerable 
discussion, it was agreed that it would be inexpedient to vary 
the current arrangements under which the payment is made 
of a flat rate of one guinea for anaesthetist’s fee, subject to 
the need of a general anaesthetic being demonstrated. Further 
steps in the matter of the pensions and insurance scheme were 
deferred pending additional information from medical head. 
quarters. 

On a review of difficulties in attending cases where field 
gates are encountered, it was decided that an extra mileage 
unit should be credited for the first two gates passed, with 
an additional unit for each subsequent gate. 

A donation of five guineas was voted towards the objects 
of the Royal Medical Benevolent Fund.

MILEAGE FEES 


Sir,—Dr. Davidson’s letter in the Supplement of December | 


10th on the subject of mileage fees is an example of what 
happens when a member does not read his Journal. These 
men are the despair of those ‘‘ hard-headed men ’’ he speaks 


of who manage the affairs of the Association. There has’ 


been no 10 per cent. cut in mileage fees, but Dr. Davidson 
ought to know that the claims upon this fund have increased, 
and are increasing, not only to the detriment of the doctors 
who live in towns and have acquired considerable country 
practice, but also of the rural man, who has only a sparsely 
and scattered area to draw upon. Mileage now is paid to 
every type of practitioner who travels to pancl patients. 
Town doctors with large panels at home now travel far 
afield to places they never went before mileage was paid, 
with the result that there is less money to go round, and 
the hardest-hit man is the country doctor. 

I am not surprised that some of the townsmen are doing 
travelling that is unremunerative, but some of them tell their 
panel patients who are going into the country not to change 
their doctor, as, now that mileage is paid, they can well 
attend. The motor car has helped this, of course ; in the 
old days of horses it simply was not done. Now, they are 
all rural practitioners, and one result is that many country 
practices are derelict.—I am, etc.,

NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE 

Sir,—In reply to ‘‘ X. Y. Z.’s”’ interesting letter in the 
Supplement of November 26th (p. 270): As funds are limited 
any increase in the insured population is likely to lead merely 
to a further reduction in the capitation fee, an increase of 
work, and also an increase in the army of Government officials 
and forms to be filled. Alternatively, the capitation fee 
remaining unchanged, the ever-increasing demands of a larget 
insured population are likely to require the services of a larger 
number of doctors, with the result of no increase in individual 
incomes, merely more work, much of it possibly unnecessary. 
Surely the ideal is that private practice should, where possible, 
be preserved. In no other way will the standard of insurance 
work be maintained. Those who can pay for private treat- 
ment should pay, and not be pauperized by insurance schemes 
which are not really self-supporting. 

“X.Y. Z.’’ is probably quite correct in his observations 08 
the great increase in the calls of the insured population for 
attention at a time when private practice is slack. No doubt

this will be reflected in the drug statistics. It is, however, 
open to speculation how far the Drug Fund is really bearing 
the cost of the treatment of insured persons, and how far 

ctitioners are preferring to supply expensive injections out 
of their own pockets rather than risk unpleasantness with 
committees. It is most important at this time of reduced 
capitation fees that all necessary drugs that can be rightly 
charged to the Drug Fund should be so charged. If this were 
universally done there would be a surprise possibly for the 
statisticians.—1 am, etc.,
